WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supplied  to  the  district  by  the  Leicester  Water 
Department,  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity  apart 
from  occasional  rust  discolouration.  Fluoridation  is  not  practised 
and  the  water  is  neither  hard  nor  plumbo  solvent. 

Of  the  30,890  persons  living  in  the  10,338  dwellings  in  the 
district,  all  but  five  persons  have  an  internal  water  supply. 

These  five  are  in  two  isolated  farm  houses  with  a  well  water 

supply. 

Examination  of  Water 


(a)  Mains  Water 

Forty  two  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
were  all  reported  satisfactory, 

(b)  Well  Water 

Two  samples  of  well  wat er  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination,  after  filtration  by  a  household  candle 
filter  were  reported  satisfactory. 

( c)  Swimming  Bath  Water 

Thirty  seven  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the 
Council's  public  swimming  bath  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

The  reports  were  satisfactory. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Every  part  of  the  urban  district  is  sewered  with  the  exception 
of  the  east  part  and  Kilby  Bridge  area. 

Consequently  only  1-6  dwellings  are  not  drained  into  public 
sewers  and  more  than  half  of  these  have  water  closets  drained  to  septic 
tanks  and  filters  or  cesspools. 


CESSPOOLS  AND  CLOSETS 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  12,860  water  closets  in  the 
district.  There  are  18  cesspools  and  13  septic  tanks  and  filter  plants 
at  private  premises.

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4.  OFFICES,  SHOPS  &  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT.  1963  AND 


In  spite  of  the  absence  of  the  Technical  Assistant  during 
the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  due  to  illness,  duties  under  these 
Acts  were  not  relaxed. 

It  was  necessary  to  carry  out  many  inspections  on  Saturdays 
and  Sundays,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950  to  the 
Bell  Street  open  market.  Hostility  was  shown  by  some  traders  selling 
unexempted  goods  at  the  Sunday  market  and  the  London  G-roup  of  Companies 
operating  the  market  were  unco-operative  when  approached  regarding 
the  offences. 

Informal  notices  were  served  on  all  traders  contravening  the 
provisions  of  section  47  of  the  Shops  Act  and  the  market  operators. 

This  pressure,  a  gradual  rejection  of  the  Sunday  market  by  the  public 
and  by  the  traders,  resulted  in  the  cessation  of  trading  not  only  on 
Sundays  but  also  Fridays  and  Saturdays,  the  other  trading  days.  It  is 
probable  that  the  rejection  by  the  traders  stemmed  from  the  operators 
policy  of  charging  the  traders  two  days  rent  for  a  xveek-end  stall  even 
if  the  trader  did  not  want  to  trade  on  a  Sunday. 

The  market  site  is  subject  to  planning  control  until 
24th  June  1 974,  and  I  trust  that  if  it  is  renewed  the  renewal  will  be 
subject  to  the  market  being  conducted  in  a  lawful  manner.

13.  RODENT  CONTROL  -  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT.  1949 


The  Department  employs  a  trained  Rodent  Operator  for  172  hrs. 
per  week.  He  is  an  old  age  pensioner  and  cannot  work  in  excess  of 
these  hours.  Consequently  a  groat  deal  of  rodent  control  has  to  be 
carried  out  by  the  Technical  Assistant. 

It  is  anticipated  that  with  the  amalgamation  of  the  Oadby  and 
Wigston  U.D.C's  the  establishment  will  include  a  full  time  rodent 
operator  with  a  motor  van. 

The  destruction  of  rats,  mice  and  wasps  at  dwellings  is 
carried  out  free  of  charge  but  a  charge  i$  made  in  respect  of 
industrial  and  commercial  premises. 

All  premises  and  land  owned  by  the  Urban  District  Council  and 
the  public  foul  sewers  are  systematically  inspected  and  treated 
against  rodent  and  insect  infestation.

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16.  CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956/58 


Again  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been  no  serious 
industrial  smoke  problem  in  the  district  and  that  the  number  of 
domestic  fireplaces  and  boilers  burning  bituminous  coal,  decline 
weekly,  being  replaced  with  appliances  burning  smokeless  solid  fuel 
and  gas. 


Trouble  from  a  boiler  with  a  fluctuating  steam  load  has 
been  removed  by  the  installation  of  steam  jets  to  increase  turbulence 
over  the  furnace. 

Ten  observations  of  emissions  from  two  industrial  chimneys 
were  made  but  only  eleven  visits  were  necessary  during  the  year 
under  the  Act. 


17.  STAFF 


With  the  increase  in  population  and  duties,  the  capabilities 
of  the  staff  have  been  stretched,  especially  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  year  when  the  Technical  Assistant  was  off  ill. 

It  is  anticipated,  however,  that  in  June  1973,  "the  Student 
Public  Health  Inspector  will  qualify  and  when  the  amalgamation  of 
Oadby  and  Wigston  U.D. Councils  is  completed  on  1st  April  1974,  a  full 
time  rodent  operator  will  be  employed.
